Marketing Potatoes 


Late Blight. Is Frequently Found in 
Potatoes Sold to Consumers 

From the consumers’ ‘side the 
question of marketing potatoes is of 
the greatest importance, especially 
so in recent years-whten the prices 
for this commodity are advancing 
daily. The officers of the Experi- 
inetital Farms recently had an oppor- 
tunity of inspecting quantities of po- 
tatoes in the consumers’ ovwn cellars. 
The potatoes had been purchased in 
the ordinary way from small dealers. 
In three cases the amount of rot 
came up to 75 per cent. of the total 
quantity in storage. This rot was the 
common late blight rot, and was cer- 
tainly present when the potatoes 
were dug, and before shipping.

Gleichen Town Financial Difficulties 


BY SEORETARY-TREASURBR PETER MACLEAN 

At the present time when there is a revival of inter- 
est in municipal affairain order that the average ratepayer 
may have a clearer understanding‘of municipal finance and 
some of the difficulties that confront the Council in raising 
enough money to carry onthe work of the town, I shall 
endeavor to explain clearly some probleme of the past few 
years and make some suggestions whereby these problems 
may be overcome, 

In the series of articles coatributed to the Catt two 
years ago I pointed out clearly where the single tax system 
was leading us and since then I have seen no reason to 
change my views. Referring back to the issue of January 
28th, 1915, it will be found that the following statement 
regarding lots was given: 

In 1914 the town obtained titles to 22 abandoned lots, 

The 1914 tax enforcement had 138 lots with taxes 
against them $8,601.61. 

The 1915 tax enforcement had 202 lots with taxes 
against them $4,427.78, 

A total of 357 lots for the years 1918-14-15, 

In 1916 after compiling the tax enforcement roll I was 
so disgusted with the look of it that I decided to abandon 
court proceedings as a useless and unnecessary expense, 

At the present date the amount of taxes in arrears 
amounts to $11,402.05 and of this amount $7,174.78 is 
assessed againat lots which have been allowed to lapse. 

It will thus be seen that there is an ever increasing 
amount of taxes againet lote which ure just as useless to the

THOUSANDS ARE ENGAGED IN MUNITION WORKS 


Hall Caine, the Well Known British Author, Paints a Vivid Picture 
Of the Awesome Sights in Woolwich, where Women Perform 


We have always been proudly cone! 


seious of what the sons of Britain 
have been doing at the front. Is it 
not tine we realized what the daugh- 
ters of Britain are doing at home? 

Though the vast Arsenal of Wool- 
wich is at our own doors, few of us 
sho sleep in London have any real 
se of its colossal presence, its im- 
mense significdnce, the tremendous 
force it stands for, Its origin dates 
back to other wars, but when the 
present war began its workers were 
only 14,000 in all, without a woman 
of their number, Now there are 17, 
900 women and 50,000 men. 

That is not all, Notwithstanding 
tts fierce reality Woolwich is a sym- 
bol rather than a geographical ex- 
pression, To that centre on the 
Phames three anda half miles by 
two and a half, with its numberless 
workshops, its endless venues ‘and 
its hundred and twenty miles of in- 
ternal railway, there radiate the ac 
tivities of scores of associate factor 
ies round about, so that 30,000 work- 
ers more, chiefly women (97,000 in 
all), are feeding this almost fathom- 
less reservoir. Woolwich is a great 
mechanical octopus with arms that 
reach over, across and around Lon- 
don and the country about it. 
going into the women’s 
» porkshops you are taken to the 
orges of the men, for it is impos- 
sible to come to Woolwich without 
seeing the awful basilicas of bridled 
force in which the n guus 
are created. Here is one of them, a 
vast place, big as Albert Hall. A 
colossal Nasmyth hammer, with a 
blow of 40 tons, is pounding on a 
thick block of white-hot steel. First 
“a gentle tap to make sure of posi- 
tion and then a thunderous thud that 
makes the earth quake beneath your 
feet. 

‘AA few moments later you are in 
another vast forge, but here there is 
nearly no noise and hardly any mo- 
tion. A giganticipress’ of 4,000 ° ns 
power is drilling a hole through an- 
other enormous block of white-hot 
metal. The great thing seems almost 
as large asthe facade of St. Mar!'s 
at Venice, and not unlike it in form, 
although stark and black. Under its 
open arch, without a sound or the 
appearance of a hand to guide them, 
and. with a motion*ghat is almost 
shostlike, the great atvils with their 
Raeing freight glide into position.

But Weolwich has a world of op- 
erations that are entirely suitable lor 
women, and in a few minutes more 
we are in the midst of them, ‘Mere 
is a new shop worked entirely by 
women, having been~built for them 
since the beginning of the war, The 
vast place covers an area which is ap- 
RAtenEly as great as that of Trafalger 
Square. ‘Two thousand women are 
here, and there is room for three 
thousand in all, Innumerable lathes, 
generally of small size, cover the ce- 

ented floor, with pulleys and wheels 

Pinning in the air above them, It 
is a dense forest of machinery, puls- 
ing and throbbing and whirring and 
fossing as from some unseen storin, 

There is at first something so in- 
congruous in the spectacle 
men working inasses of powerful ma- 
chinery (or, indeed, any machinery 
more formidable than a sewing ma- 
chine) that for a-moment, as you 
stand at the entrance, the sight is 
scarcely believable.

The Status of Women 
In Saskatchewan 


There Is One Place, Anyway, Where 
the Rights of Women Are 
' Recognized 

Here are some privileges possessed 
by women in the province of Vaskat- 
chewan—submitted without reference 
to the political principles involved: 

Every person, male or female (with 
a few exceptions), of the age of 21, 
and a British subject either by birth 
or naturalization, who has resided in 
the province for twelve inonths and 
in the electoral division for three 
months, is, after registration, entitled 
to vote at the election of imembers 
to the provincial legislature. ‘The 
exceptions consist of criminals, lun- 


male or female, not particularly dis- 
qualified by the Legislative Assembly 
Act, is also entitled to run as a can- 
didate for clection to the provincial 
legislature, 

Every person, male or female, of 
the age of twenty-one years (cight- 
een in rural municipalities), who is 
the owner or occupant of assessable 
property, is entitled, with certain ex- 
ceptions as to residence, to vote in 
municipal clections, 
cipalities and villages no particular 
valuation 1» required for the prop- 
erty; in towns and cities, a valuation 
of $200, or householders’ tenancy is 
required, 

No husband is allowed {o transfer, 
inortgage or sell his “homestead” 
without his wife’s consent, the wife's 
signature being necessary on all doc- 
uments affecting the title, with a de- 
claration that she has signed 
full understanding and of her 
free will, The “homestead” 
mean farm homes or city homes. 

A widow must obtain at least one- 
third of her husband's estate,

Russia will save Rumania frota the 
Teutonic anenace, and next spring 
will have the strongest army she has 
had since the war began, Gen. Lrus- 
siloff told Stanley Washburn, the 
London , Times correspondent, at 
Russian headquarters on the Carpa- 
thian front, Gen, Brussiloff com- 
mands all the Russian artnics that

“T speak with authortiy when I 
say that from the common soldier 
up, the united sentiment of Russia is 
that Rumania should be protected, 
helped and supported in ‘ry pos:

number of lots abandoned and next 
year probably seventy-five mills, 
while unfortunate owners of build- 
ings are on their ‘knees night and 
day praying fer a fire so that they 
can collect some insurance and pul! 
out. 

- The amount of taxes collected 
each year can be augmented by 
imposing a business tax to the 
amount of ten per cent of the rental 
value of the premises occupied. The 
amount realizable from this source 
would amount to about $1,250, with 
about $200 aditional from licenses. 

In figuring the estimates for the 
year neither of these sources could 
be depended upon to any extent as 
the amount realizable is negligible. 

In referring to my statements of 
two years ago I have no wish to 
stand in the "Just what I told 
you’’ class, and, while I may make 
suggestions to the Council, [ have 
no power to force my views upon’ 
the members nor would I wish to do 
#o, even if I were certain vhat I 
were right. 

The real responsibility lies with 
the rateyavera themselves and if 
they do not take any intervstin the 
town’s affairs they will have them- 
selves alune to blame for what may 
happen. 

Summing up: There are tw») 
methods of taxation. 

Single tax with an increasing mill 
rate and more abandoned lots. 

Sixgle tax plus a property tax to 
sixty per cent of the value of the 
improvements. A lighter burden 
on the lots and a chance of saving 
something out of the wreck, 

To introduce this latter system 
it is neoessary that a petition and a 
by-law asking for its enforcement 
be presented to the Council. 

After reading this article over 
cirefully, if you feel that you want 
to sign such a petition you will find 
it ready for your signature at Mayor 
Farquharson’s drug store.
